Perhaps all the school patrons 
do not know that in l^entucky 
we have a eempalaor; edaea- 
tional law, though not generally 
enforced. The law requires that 
every ehild b a tw een tbe«ges of 
7 and 14 years shall attend school 
for at least eight consecutive 
weeks fa eaeh jrear. A peaalty 
of from $5 to $50 for failure to 
comply with these provisions is 
imposed upon the parent or 
guardian. It is thedaty of the 
board of trustees to saa-that this 
law is enforced. The child may 
be sent to a private school or 
taught at home, bnt it must re- 
ceive an ednoational training 
from soaae soniee if -the htw it« 
complied with.
